Uni cash grant launched

YOUNG people can 
apply for help with the 
cost of university from a 
groundbreaking council 
scheme that opens on 
Monday, July i. 

The Mayor's Higher Education 
Award is offering 400 students 
payments totalling £1,500 each. 

Tower Hamlets is the first 
council in the country to have 
a higher education grant 


programme of this scale. It will 
be formally launched at Mul- 
berry School for Girls on July 1 
by Mayor Lutfur Rahman - and 
applications for bursaries can be 
submitted from 9am on the day. 

Mayor Rahman said: “I am 
proud to be launching a scheme 
which will help change the 
lives of young people. 

“University provides young 
people with the best start to 
their careers and is a fantastic 
experience. I am keen to help as 


many local youngsters into 
higher education as possible so 
they can realise their potential." 

The scheme is being launched 
to help make higher education 
a more realistic prospect for 
youngsters from poorer families. 

It also aims to reduce the 
number of students who drop 
out of university before com- 
pleting their courses and to en- 
courage more school and college 
leavers to attend university.

Scheme will ensure the 
future of historic sites

THE council is launching a 
new and ambitious 
scheme to support the 
borough’s most historic 
places of worship, working 
with English Heritage. 

Running until January 2016, 
the Historic Places of Worship 
Support Scheme has been set up 
to help faith communities re- 
store the buildings to their for- 
mer glory, by offering specialist 
advice, training and information 
on the funding available. 

Every year, English Heritage 
-with councils across the coun- 
try - updates its Heritage at Risk 
register, which details historic 
buildings at risk due to a range 
of factors including decay, a 
lack of resources to ensure prop- 
er maintenance and potential- 
ly harmful development. 

In Tower Hamlets, faith build- 
ings can be at risk for a range 
of reasons including a building's 
age, a lack of resources to ensure 
its upkeep and the difficulties 
of ensuring any building im-

provements balance historical 
character with the needs of 
modern congregations. 

During the summer, historic 
places of worship on the regis- 
ter of buildings at risk will be 
contacted so that appropriate 
advice and support can be of- 
fered. The council will also be 
working with the Tower Ham- 
lets InterFaith Forum to ensure 
the faith communities respon- 
sible for each of these buildings 
are aware of the scheme. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Faith is an important part of life 
for people in Tower Hamlets 
and, with so many historic re- 
ligious buildings, it's an impor- 
tant part of the borough's 
history. 

“Working in partnership with 
English Heritage, this scheme 


will help ensure the future of the 
historic places of worship con- 
sidered most at risk.'' 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing, said: 
“We're going to be holding a 
session early next year to bring 
local faith organisations to- 
gether, so they can make the 
most of the support available 
and make improvements they 
may have been putting off.” 

The Rev Prebendary Alan 
Green, chair of the Inter Faith Fo- 
rum, said: “With less funding 
available generally for voluntary 
and religious organisations, any 
kind of scheme that offers free 


advice and support is really 
welcome. 

“The good thing about this 
scheme is that it's targeted, ac- 
cording to criteria set by 
English Heritage, so the support 
will go towards the religious 
buildings likely to need a 
bit of attention.”

Councillors support ban on EDL march 


COUNCILLORS are putting par- 
ty differences aside to show 
united opposition to the ac- 
tions of far right extremists - and 
to campaign to ban a march 
next month by the English De- 
fence League. 

At last Wednesday's council 
meeting, members agreed 
unanimously to a motion sup-

STUDENTS from Mulberry 
School for Girls who inter- 
viewed survivors of the 
1990s Bosnian genocide 
for a film shown at the 
Barbican last year will be 
screening it in Stepney 
this month. 

Six pupils were trained to op- 
erate filming equipment and 
learnt the history of the civil war 
before travelling to Bosnia to in- 
terview some of the survivors 
of the siege of Sarajevo and the 
genocide of Srebrenica. 

They also went to The Hague 
to witness the trial of the war- 
time leader of the Bosnian 
Serbs, Dr Radovan Karadzic. 

The resulting film, entitled Jus- 
tice in Action, explores the na- 
ture of justice, and how 
individuals and a community 
come to terms with such terri- 
ble events. 

Afifa Gill, one of the students

Councillors offered their con- 
dolences to the family and 
friends of Drummer Lee Rigby 
who was killed in Woolwich on 
May 22 and said there was no 
justification for the attack and 
for the subsequent attacks on 
Muslim communities. 


who made the film, said: “I felt 
confident that we can and we 
will make a difference. Even just 
storytelling, letting others know 
what happened in Bosnia, is ful- 
filling one of the wishes of the 
survivors that has been denied 
for too long: to be heard." 

Since the premiere of the 
film last September, the film has 
been critic's choice in Time Out. 
There has been a screening at 
the House of Lords and the film 
won Best International Docu- 
mentary at The People's Film 
Festival in New York in May. 

The students with Fiona 
Lloyd-Davies of Studio 9 Films, 
who was involved in the project, 
will be screening the film at the 
Mulberry & Bigland Green Cen- 
tre in Richard Street from Sun- 
day to Saturday, July 7-13 at 
4.15pm each day. 

Tickets cost £1 and are avail- 
able at the door. All ticket 
proceeds will go to a Bosnian 
charity. 


"We must reject those who 
want to divide our communities 
and set them against each other, 
and stand fast to the ideals of 
anti-racism, multiculturalism and 
respect for all," said the motion. 

“We are at our strongest 
when we are united, as we 
must be in the face of this attack 
in Greenwich."

Cabinet member for children, 
schools and families, Cllr Oliur 
Rahman, said: “We are the first 
authority in the country to be 
backing our teenagers in such 
an innovative way." 

At present, only one other coun- 
cil distributes education grants, 
benefiting seven students a 
year. Tower Hamlets' 400 grants 
will support around half the 
number of young people in the 
borough who go to university. 

The Mayor's Higher Education 
Award is being launched as a re- 


sult of the success of the May- 
or's Education Award - a 
scheme, now in its third year, in 
which school leavers are given 
grants to help them stay in ed- 
ucation. 

To be eligible, students must 
be under 24, be permanent res- 
idents of Tower Hamlets and be 
starting higher education cours- 
es in the 2013/14 academic year.

Festival celebrates Matchgirls

THE brave women who 
stood up to their employ- 
ers more than a century 
ago to demand better 
working conditions are 
being remembered and 
celebrated at a festival 
this week. 

The Bryant & May factory in 
Bow employed hundreds of 
women, known as Matchgirls, 
who took part in a strike in 1888 
against the terrible working 
conditions, which included 14- 
hour days, bad pay and health 
complications from working 
with white phosphorus. 

The action by 1,400 workers 
brought the factory to a stand- 
still, and resulted in improve- 
ments in the conditions. And in 
1901 the factory owners an- 
nounced that they would no 
longer be using white phospho- 
rous. The festival from July 2-7 
will celebrate the achievements 
and spirit of the Matchgirls 
with a number of events. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The Matchgirls are a real inspi- 



ration as they risked their liveli- 
hood to take a stand and fight 
for equality and justice." 

Cllr Rania Khan, cabinet mem- 
ber for culture, added: “I am 
proud to be supporting this 
festival paying tribute to the 
fearless Matchgirls. 

“Many of them suffered 
tragic health consequences as 
a result of working with toxic 
substances. I hope residents 
will join in the events planned 
to celebrate the 125th anniver- 
sary of the strike." 

A new production of the 19 66 
musical The Matchgirls, by Bill 
Owen, will be hosted by Wilton's 
Music Hall in Wapping from July 
3-5. The play will feature a cast 
of professional and East End 
community actors alongside a 
live band. Showings are at 


7.30pm and matinees at 1pm. To 
book tickets visit the website 
www.wiltons.org.uk 
There will also be a series of 
guided walks bringing history 
to life throughout the week. 
Learn about how London's pop- 
ulation grew nearly five-fold dur- 
ing the 19th century. 

Wrapped around the east of 
the City of London was the 
capital's industrial belt produc- 
ing goods such as furniture, 
clothing, bells and guns. 

All walks start at Wilton's 
Music Hall in Graces Alley, off 
Cable Street and finish near lo- 
cal transport links. 

Tickets cost £10 per person 
and can be booked through 
Wilton's box office at www.

A ceilidh on July 6 at the Mu- 
seum of London Docklands, 
West India Quay, E14 will cele- 
brate the Irish heritage of the 
young Matchgirls who loved to 
sing and dance. 

And wrapping up the festival 
is a community fun day on 
July 7 at St George's Garden in 
Cable Street, from u.3oam-7pm. 


Walkabout marks union support 

THE leader of Britain’s biggest 
union joined Mayor Lutfur 
Rahman on a walkabout after 
addressing worshippers in 
Brick Lane Mosque. 

Len McCluskey, General Secretary 
of Unite, used the occasion to declare 
the union's solidarity with Muslims 
in the aftermath of some attacks on 
mosques around the country. 

“Trade union values of fairness, jus- 
tice and respect are what guide us 
and why we refuse to let our com- 
munities be divided by people push- 
ing an agenda of hate and 
discrimination," Mr McCluskey said. 

He and Mayor Rahman walked 
from the mosque along Brick Lane 
where they chatted to local business- 
people and residents. They walked 
past Altab Ali Park, to the London 
Muslim Centre in Whitechapel High 
Stree, where Mr McCluskey said the 
union would incorporate guidance 
on countering hate crime in the 
anti-racist training given to all of the

Users receive anonymous, 
personalised and objective feed- 
back on their alcohol or drug use 
measured against national 
guidelines and the World Health 
Organisation's alcohol AUDIT 
screen.

Children learn to be lifesavers

CHILDREN have been 
learning life saving skills 
thanks to a project run by 
St John Ambulance with 
the parents of two 
teenagers who died in vi- 
olent attacks. 

Pupils at St Anne's, Thomas 
Buxton and Globe primary 
schools are taking part in the 
project, which also highlighted 
the suffering caused by youth 
violence.

After their hard-hitting talks, 
St John Ambulance youth 
workers have been teaching 
pupils the basic first aid skills 
needed to save a life. 

Kathleen Conway, assistant 
head teacher at Globe Primary 
School in Bethnal Green, said it 
was important to teach first aid 
to youngsters. 

She said: “The more we can 
increase our young people's 


awareness of how to keep 
themselves safe and what to 
do if things go wrong, the bet- 
ter for all of us. 

“Our year 6 children will soon 
be leaving us, taking another 
step forward into a bigger, 
sometimes unpredictable, wider 
world. 

“By inviting the Jimmy Mizen 
Foundation and St John Ambu- 
lance to work with our pupils 
just before they leave, we hope 
we will be sending them on 
their way more knowledgeable 
and skilled individuals, confident 
in their ability to look after 
themselves and others.''

The visitors said they were surprised to see the level of 
excitement and engagement in lessons, adding they were 
impressed with teaching standards in the school. 

The ministers are currently reviewing their education 
policies and are looking to provide more children with 
access to schooling.

Forum aims to help 
local business thrive 



Representatives from more than 150 businesses attended

THE council tapped into the 
borough’s enterprising spirit by 
holding its first ever business forum, 
attracting more than 150 firms 
from in and around Tower Hamlets. 

Held at the Marriott Hotel, West India 
Quay, the event was designed to get small 
to medium businesses together, to estab- 
lish what they need to thrive and how the 
council can provide a voice for local entre- 
preneurs. 

Growth, recession, base rates, deleverag- 
ing, consumer spending and inflation 
were just some of the hot topics debated 
as businessmen and women swapped 
contact details, experiences and advice with 
experts and council officers. 

Rhys Herbert, a senior macro-econo- 
mist at Lloyds Bank and keynote speaker 
at the event, talked delegates through the 
changes the UK, and the world, have seen 
since the recession began. 

“We've been more optimistic over the past 
few months about the way things are go- 
ing. We are expecting stronger economic 
growth this year than last,” he said. 

“Having said that, policy makers face a 
tough time over the next 12 months in main- 
taining confidence in the market and not 
losing credibility.” 

Officers from the council's enterprise 
team spoke about some of the initiatives 
already supporting local companies, includ- 
ing: improving access to supply chains, sup- 
porting businesses to win new contracts, 
promoting local shopping areas and work- 


ing to ensure a locally trained workforce 
have the right skills. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “We know 
Tower Hamlets has around 12,000 business- 
es, many of which employ local people and 
provide products and services, on a local, 
national and international scale. 

“This enormously diverse business base 
provides the financial foundation for 
growth and the opportunities for local res- 
idents to achieve their potential.” 

Cllr Alibor Choudhury, cabinet member 
for resources, said: “With expansions of the 
City Fringe, Stratford and Canary Wharf, 
Tower Hamlets is an economic powerhouse 
that is still growing. We need to make sure 
everyone knows Tower Hamlets is the place 
to do business.” 

Atik Choudhury, from Zen Partnership, 


a management consultancy company 
specialising in recruitment, payroll and 
digital media, was joined by three of his 
colleagues at the event. 

He said: “Tonight provided a great plat- 
form for small to medium enterprises to 
network and it was great to be able to speak 
to decision-makers who have the author- 
ity to do business with you.” 

Lloyd Adiele from software company, 
Coderscode, said: “Every time businesses 
speak to each other we learn and find ways 
we can collaborate. I've got lots of contacts 
tonight and will be following up those leads.”

Put safety first 
during Ramadan 


News from Barts 
and the London 
NHS Trust 

MEDICAL teams in Tower 
Hamlets are running spe- 
cial diabetes education 
sessions to advise local 
Muslims about the possi- 
ble risks to health they 
face during the holy 
month of Ramadan. 

Two special Ramadan and di- 
abetes education sessions where 
residents with diabetes can get 
advice on how to fast safely dur- 
ing Ramadan will be held at cen- 
tres in Tower Hamlets over the 
next fortnight ahead of the start 
of the holy month on July 7. 

The next session will be at the 
Blithehale Medical Centre, in 
Dunbridge Street, Bethnal Green 
from 10am to 12pm on Thursday, 
July 4. 

The sessions, will focus on ar- 
eas including: 

■ Advice on healthy eating 
from a dietitian who will explain 
how patients with diabetes can 
eat healthily outside fasting 
hours, and how they can avoid 
the risk of high or low blood sug- 
ar levels and excessive dehydra- 
tion. 

■ The importance of monitor- 
ing blood sugar levels with an 
explanation about why this is 
both permissible and advisable 
during Ramadan, for Muslims 
with diabetes. 

■ Advice on how Muslims can 
safely adjust the times they take 
their diabetes medication and 
medication dosages so that 
they don't break their fast, but 
continue to stay well. 

■ The Importance of insulin and 
an opportunity for patients and 
their relatives to ask any further 
questions they may still have. 

Fahmida Khanom, senior di- 
abetes specialist nurse at Barts 
Health, said:'! respect that patients 
want to fast during Ramadan de- 
spite it not being compulsory 
due to their diabetes. 

“It is imperative however that 
they get the education required 
to fast safely but at the same 


time look after their diabetes" 

Barts Health imam Yunus 
Dudhwala added: “Fasting in the 
month of Ramadan is one of the 
five pillars of Islam, however 
those who have an illness, es- 
pecially diabetes, should consult 
their GP or attend these sessions 
to ensure, if they are able to fast, 
they do so safely. 

“The general Islamic ruling is, 
if a person's health is at risk due 
to a medical condition they 
should not fast or they can 
break the fast." 

Both patients and relatives are 
welcome to attend for further 
information about keeping 
healthy in Ramadan.

THE 40,000 members of 
the Freemasons Metro- 
politan Grand Lodge have 
donated a state of the art 
CT scanner to the Royal 
London Hospital’s adult 
critical care unit.

it will save time in accessing 
brain imagining which is essen- 
tial for life saving treatment. 

“Rather than a patient being 
transferred to a static scanner, 
the scanner is brought to the pa- 
tient. They will remain in bed 
and the scanner is manoeuvred 
around their head. It will also be 
used to help guide surgeons dur- 
ing difficult operations such as 
the removal of brain tumours.” 

The London Freemasons has 
donated a total of £3 million 
since 2010.

Boost to ‘visible’ 
police presence

CHANGES are being made 
to local policing services 
with the aim of having a 
more 'Visible” presence on 
the streets. 

As part of the new model of 
neighbourhood policing, Safer 
Neighbourhoods Teams (SNTs) 
will be renamed Neighbour- 
hood Policing Teams (NPTs). 

The new teams will have 
more officers and additional re- 
sponsibilities, and will be on pa- 
trol later into the evenings, over 
the weekends and at peak times. 


Borough police commander 
Dave Stringer said: “The new sys- 
tem will make police more ac- 
cessible to the public at times 
that are convenient to them. 

“Public consultations showed 
that local people would rather 
have contact points within the 
community during peak hours 
than an unused night-time 
service at a police station that 
no-one visits after 10pm.” 

A neighbourhood inspector 
will be able to direct officers to 
where they are needed, unre- 
stricted by ward boundaries. 

They will take responsibility 


for reducing crime and be ac- 
countable to the community. 

Victims of crime, or anyone 
wanting to speak to an officer, 
can make an appointment at a 
convenient time and place. 

Bethnal Green police station 
will be open to the public 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 
Other stations will provide stan- 
dard front counter services, de- 
termined by local need. 

Additional contact points will 
be provided in police buildings 
and within the community, 
staffed by NPTs for a minimum 
of three hours per week.

Oranges and lemons: saving the 
bells and buildings of St Clements 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


BUSES and lorries roar past on the 
Mile End Road, and East End 
commuters, rushing for the Bow 
Tube, or to jump on the No 25 into 
town, huriy by its rusting gates with- 
out a second glance. 

For many Bow and Mile End dwellers, St 
Clements Hospital is simply a hulk that (for 
too long) has stood gently rotting on the 
south side of the Mile End road. 

But the building, soon to be brought back 
to life in a pioneering development, has a 
long, strange and frequently disturbing his- 
tory. First workhouse, then asylum and then 
- when needs and attitudes to mental ill- 
ness changed - a redundant pile that no- 
body quite knew what to do with. 

St Clements began life in 1849, in the wake 
of a change in the Poor Law governing the 
City and the East End - itself a fundamental 
shift in how poverty was viewed in England. 

Poor laws sought to give a safety net to 
those who wouldn't or couldn't work, and 
they had been in place from the 14th cen- 
tury (even in the harsh Middle Ages, the 
worthies of London sought to avoid peo- 
ple actually starving in the streets). 

And, remarkably, they would be in place 
until the beginnings of the Welfare State, 
after World War II. The last workhouses 
weren't closed until the 1930s, and the last 
vestiges of the 1601 Poor Law Act weren't 
repealed until 1967. 

The Old Poor Law, which had operated 
from 1601 to 1834, was a bit of a mess. Re- 
lief was provided by 108 City of London 
parishes, and the standard and provision 
of workhouses was up to each. 

The 1834 amendment sought to tidy that 
up under one elected Board of Guardians 
and ushered in the building of new work- 
houses - some of them surprisingly palatial. 

Were the Siberian marble pillars and 
stained glass windows of the new Bow 
Road workhouse to inspire the unfortunate 
inmates to better themselves? Or to 
remind them of the munificence of their 
benefactors? 

For there was a significant shift in atti- 
tude towards the poor. The workhouse had 
always been intended as a deterrent: peo- 
ple had to prove they were sufficiently poor 
to enter, and the standard of care was de- 
signed to be so unpleasant that nobody 
would choose it if they could possibly find 
an alternative.

But while the attitude under the old 
Poor Law had been that, with the best 
will in the world, there would always be 
poor people who needed help (and help- 
ing them was a Christian duty), the 
more censorious Victorians decided that the 
poor were largely to blame for their 
own situation. A shift from 'the poor 
are always with us' to 'God helps those who 
help themselves'. 

The City of London guardians had at first 
resisted pressure for a workhouse. Wealthy 
as it was, it disbursed money via 'outdoor 
relief', paying private contractors to house 
the indigent of the City and East End. 

This took little notice of family ties: chil- 
dren were sent to Mr Aubin's school in Nor- 
wood, women to a house in Stepney, and 


men to Marlborough House on Peckham 
High Street. 

The breaking up of families was seen as 
another useful stimulus for parents to pull 
themselves up by their bootstraps and get 
back into work. But after decades of pay- 
ing its poor to go away, the Guardians com- 
missioned the new Bow workhouse, at a 
cost of £55,000: it opened in December 1849. 

As well as the Siberian marble, it had a 
chapel with a new organ, a dining hall, even 
central heating. It was only for those 
deemed ill enough though - the healthy 
must go elsewhere. 

In the Victorian era, the link between hos- 
pital and workhouse was always present. 
Perhaps poverty was a sickness that Vic- 
torian self-help could cure? The Guardians

didn't stint on their own comforts though. 
A scandal erupted in 1897 after London 
newspapers reported board meetings con- 
ducted in a manner straight out of the pages 
of Oliver Twist, with members feasting on 
salmon, mutton, roast beef, champagne, 
wines and spirits. 

By then, St Clements was a hospital cater- 
ing for the Union's sick, then in 1912 it 
changed again, becoming The Bow Insti- 
tution, a hospice for the long-term sick. In 
1959, it became a psychiatric hospital, be- 
coming part of the London Hospital in 1969, 
until its closure in 2005. The site, with its 
listed buildings, awaits future development. 

Over the past few years, the hospital has 
had its share of visitors. In November and 
December last year, local residents were in- 
vited to tour the grounds as part of the East 
London Community Land Trust (CLT) pro- 
posals. For most, it was a fascinating first 
glimpse inside the local 'haunted house'; 
for others, who had had friends or family 
as patients at St Clements, it was a dis- 
turbing echo of the past. 

With redevelopment, the site could have 
just become more overpriced apartments. 
Instead, the East London CLT will ensure that 
affordable housing will exist in perpetu- 
ity on the site. The St Clements Social Club, 
headed by the 'meanwhile' committee of 
East London CLT, will open St Clements Hos- 
pital's doors to the public this summer for 
an eclectic programme of events. 

The main event, the Shuffle Festival, in- 
cludes among other highlights, films cu- 
rated by Danny Boyle - who not only 
designed the Olympics opening ceremony, 
but has long lived in Mile End. 

You can go along and explore the site (the 
bit that's safe) for free from July 19 - Au- 
gust 4. Local people will get in to the Shuf- 
fle Festival, starting on August 8, for a 
fraction of the standard price.

Take a torn around 
historic House Mill 

Largest building of its type in the world will open for archaeology celebration 



House Mill will soon again provide power to Londoners 


BY JESSICA ODUBAYO 


A HISTORIC tidal mill in 
Bromley-by-Bowwill play 
its part in this month’s 
national annual celebra- 
tion of archaeology. 

Architects and heritage spe- 
cialists will give talks and lead 
a tour of House Mill during the 
Festival of British Archaeology, 
which runs from July 13-28. 

The grade I listed mill, which 
is the largest building of its kind 
in the world, will be open for a 
heritage day on Monday, July 15. 

The building occupies a site 
that has been harnessing the 
power of the tide to serve the 
needs of London since before the 
Norman invasion. 

It was used to produce flour 
in the Middle Ages, gunpowder 
in the year of the Spanish 
Armada, and alcohol through- 


out London's infamous 'gin 
craze'. 

It was saved from the threat 
of demolition by the River Lea 
Tidal Mill Trust, and the fabric 
of the building was restored in 
the 1990s. 

Now, with the support of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, and gen- 


erous donations, it is hoped the 
House Mill will be given a new 
lease of life. 

A restoration project, togeth- 
er with the introduction of 
green hydroelectric technology, 
will again see the House Mill 
serving London through the 
power of the tide for the first 


time since it was closed down 
in the Blitz. 

In addition, it will function as 
a historical, cultural and 
educational attraction. 

Architectural practice and 
heritage consultancy Purcell is 
leading the restoration project, 
which aims to repair and 
reinstate the mill's four water- 
wheels, restore the original 
machinery, and install an 
external turbine to enable 
hydro power generation. 

As well as the house mill tour, 
there will be an overview of its 
history by Tim Murphy, from Pur- 
cell, and a talk by Dr Damian 
Goodburn, a specialist in an- 
cient woodwork, from the Mu- 
seum of London Archaeology. 

The event runs from 10am- 
4pm. Tickets cost £10 and include 
lunch.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Representation of the People Act 1 983 (as amended) 


The London Borough of Tower Hamlets is 
conducting a review of polling districts and 
polling places in accordance with the above 
legislation.

THREE years ago Kevin Mitchell 
was riding the crest of a wave 
and being hailed as the rising 
star of British boxing - until he 
walked into a tornado called 
Michael Katsidos.

Big names flock to rejuvenated Olympic Park

A YEAR after the curtain fell on 
the London 2012 Games, the 
Oueen Elizabeth Olympic Park 
has finally opened its doors to 
the public for good. 

Construction and cosmetic work has 
been taking place non-stop since last 
August with some venues, such as the 
basketball arena which will be used 
at the 2016 Rio de Janeiro Olympics, 
even being removed from the site 
completely. 

This past weekend saw thousands 
of rock 'n' roll fans descend on the park 
for the Hard Rock Calling 2013 
festival with Bruce Springsteen and 
Kasabian. It was the first of a series 
of events, both sporting and musical, 
that will take place to launch the new 
look of the park. 

Every week throughout July and 
August there will be a different event 
with some of the biggest bands, DJs 
and musicians playing in the venue, 
as well as the Anniversary Games, 
where some of the world's best 
athletes will return to the Olympic 


Stadium to evoke memories of last 
summer's Games. 

And, with the first venue - the 
Copper Box - and a part of the park- 
lands also opening up at the end of 
July, there will be plenty of action on 
the site that used to be an industrial 
wasteland. 

The Copper Box will become a 
state-of-the-art sports hall and gym, 


as well as the new home of profession- 
al basketball team, the London Lions. 

A week on from Springsteen and 
Kasabian, popular London folk- 
rockers Mumford & Sons play their 
biggest headlining show to date on 
July 6, backed by an impressive 
line-up including Ben Howard and 
Vampire Weekend.

Oranges are not 
the only fruit...

BREATHING life into an 
underused part of 
Docklands, a monthly 
lunch market is taking 
place at Wood Wharf. 

On certain days over the sum- 
mer, the wharf will be packed 
with stalls serving food from all 
over the globe. 

The Canary Wharf organisers 
boast hand-carved Iberico 
ham, fresh fish and chips, tem- 
pura, handmade savoury 
dumplings, locally-smoked 
salmon, fragrant curries and 
delectable burgers. 

Looking for an alternative to 
Docklands' plethora of corporate 
eateries and enjoying a break in 
the unseasonally poor weath- 
er, my friend and I ventured over 
the pontoon bridge to the Wood 
Wharf site. 

We were greeted by stalls sell- 
ing food from all over the world 
- Ethopian curries, Peruvian 
stews, Mexican enchiladas as 
well as good old British staples 
of steak pies and fish and chips. 

After a quick amble to see 
what was on offer, we plumped 
for a stall selling Japanese street 
food. 

The queue was very long but 
we assumed it would move 


quite quickly. Ffowever, after 25 
minutes, we had still not 
reached the front. 

The smells wafting from oth- 
er parts of the site caused a bit 
of a wobble - should we switch 
for an eatery with a smaller 
queue to get served quicker? But 


are those stalls with smaller 
queues shorter for a reason? 

In the end, we kept our nerve 
and reached the front. Three 
cooks were preparing and cook- 
ing the food from fresh. 

My dining partner and I chose 
prawn and octopus balls - gri- 


dled dumplings cooked in front 
of our eyes made of batter, 
herbs and spring onions, and 
packed with seafood. 

The chef cooked a fresh batch, 
expertly moulding and turning 
the balls with chopsticks. Watch- 
ing a craftsman at work made 
the wait worthwhile - and our 
mouths water in anticipation. 

The balls were then smoth- 
ered with teriyaki sauce, Japan- 
ese mayonnaise, wasabi and 
seaweed. 

The stall also sold chicken kat- 
su and vegetable curry. 

We had to wait for our food 
to cool down but, after five 
minutes salivating, the balls 
tasted just delicious. The seafood 
was perfectly cooked and the 
dressings delicious. 

Oh, to take the chef home and 
have him cook my Japanese din- 
ner every day! 

Two ate for £9, very reason- 
able for the area - meals on stalls 
averaged around a fiver each. 
There were also a number of 
cake and sweet stalls but we had 
no room (and no time) to sam- 
ple their wares.

Flavour Gateway is a social 
enterprise that was started by 
a group of women who were 
brought together by a mutual 
love of food and cooking. 


Ingredients 

i6og unsalted butter 
loog caster sugar 
2 medium eggs 
200g plain yoghurt 
2 tsp lemon juice 


Method 

1. Pre-heat oven i8o°C. Line a 
23x13 cm loaf tin with parch- 
ment or baking paper. 

2. Beat the butter and sugar to- 
gether with an electric beater or 
wooden spoon until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs one at a time un- 
til well incorporated and the 
mixture is pale in colour. 

3. Gradually stir in the yoghurt 


They began by catering for 
business and private events.

zest of 1 lemon 
200g plain flour 

1 tsp baking powder 

2 tsp poppy seeds plus extra for 
topping 


and add the lemon juice, zest 
and lemon oil. 

4. Sift the flour and baking 
powder together then fold into 
the mixture. Add poppy seeds. 

5. Pour the mixture into the tin 
and bake for 20 minutes. (Insert 
a skewer into the centre, if it 
comes out 'clean', it's done.) 

6. Cool, spread lemon curd on top 
and sprinkle with poppy seeds.
